Sirs 

Shortly  prior  to  the  report  thi  e suspect  wee  seen  to  enter  the  Texas 
Theater,  a Hsdlo  Patrol  of finer,  whose  name  T do  not  know,  was  question- 
ing a young  non  in  the  100  Block  South  Patton.  The  officer  asked  as 
whet  I thought  shout  the  hoy.  T wes  not  of  the  opinion  the  boy  he  was 
rjuestioninp  was  t' » right  one.  A*  the  retort  was  broadcast  about  the 
suspect  entering  the  theater,  I asked  the  officer  if  he  had  thl*  boy's 
name  and  address.  When  be  said  be  did,  T t.olri  the  boy  ho  could  so. 

Then,  T rode  in  the  squad  ear  with  the  officer  to  the  rear  of  the  Texaa 
Theater,  where  there  were  already  several  officers  present.  Captain 
Talhert  and  sorb  «or«  officers  wsre  questioning  a toy  in  the  alley. 

There  was  a pickup  truck  setting  just  north  off  the  alley  with  the  motor 
running . T checked  the  truck  for  a weapon  and  had  just  walked  tack  to 
the  alley,  when  T heard  a voice,  that  appeared  to  cone  from  inside  the 
front  part  of  the  theater,  say,  "We  got  himl" 

.lust  instantly  following  that,  Sergeant  Gerry  Bill  opened  the  door  from 
insi.de  the  h - ,.w  part  of  ihn  second  floor  level  of  the  theater  building, 
and  walked  out  onto  t’-e  firs  escape.  T s»k«d  Mr  if  they  *ad  the  suspect 
arrested,  telling  him  we  had  beard  eeweene  yell,  "We  got  hlal"  He  looked 
Mr  into  the  bull  a ns  and  said,  "Ho,  we  haven't  pot  hi-." 

Then,  as  Sergeant  Hill  re-entered  the  door  leading  to  the  fire  escape,  we 
again  heard  the  voice  yell,  "We  got  himl"  The  voice  was  convincing  enough 
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that  it  oould  be  sensed  among  all  tbs  officers  at  the  rear  of  the  building 
that  the  arrest  was  secured, 

Twsedi ately  thereafter.  Captain  Westbrook  and  two  or  three  other  officers 
returned  to  the  alley  and  reported  the  suspect  »»s  enroute  to  the  station,
